A—Yes, a new type of GI in¬ 
surance is to be made available 
t-o certain veterans \vho were 
eligible for the original NSLI in- 
surajice, principally those with 
service-connected disabilitic.s. 

Q—What veterans were eligible 
for the original NSLI insurance? 

A—Most of those who served 
between October 8, 1940 and Jan¬ 
uary 1. 1957. 

Ql—Are there eligibility require¬ 
ments besides dates of service? 

A—Yes, the veteran must be in 
one of the following three groups: 

a. Veterans with service con¬ 
nected disabilities who meet in¬ 
surance standards of good health.

And 
how come many of these prized 
lunkers will ' fall to novices 
whose angling tactics are unfet- 
tered by rules and strategy the 
“old hand” religiously observes. 

Like where to fish, for in-; 
stance. 

No knowledgeable angler will 
flsh around a swimming float, 
preferring to run several miles 
up the lake to a "secret” cove. 
It takes a- rank beginrier to 
splash a plug up .’close to the 
.float. Often he connects. Early 
in the morning, before the 
commotion starts, these spots 
are. temporary hideouts for big 
flsh. 

'. Boat' docks are another favor¬ 
ite haven. And about the only 
baits dunked below the planks 
are dough balls dipped by young¬ 
sters for bluegills. Yet the pres¬ 
ence of small forage fish por- 
tends that larger ones will 
follow. And who' hangs the big 
fish here? Of course; the man 
who "doesn’t know any better!” 

Buoys' and channel markers 
not only ..provide shelter, but 
their presence may . indicate 
rocky, fish-laden shoals just be- 
lo'w.

to any marine marker or anchor 
in suck a position that its identi- 
ficatlon is blocked to other 
.Irafilc.

On the lawn 

WITH LARRY LAWRENCE 

I get more mail in Spring than 
any other time. Most people don't 
think much about lawns and gar¬ 
dens in Winter. But, with the 
first robin, there’s a strong bio¬ 
logical urge to' get busy on the 
lawn. And one writer in every 
two asks, "What do 1 do first?" 

A wide open question. Yet I've 
found that most lawns respond 
to the same basic feed-weed-seed 
treatment. Every lawn, without 
excepiion, needs Turf Builder.

Q. My oldest son will be 18 in 
July. I have been receiving beiie- 
fUs on his behalf since my hus¬ 
band’s death last year. He has 
laken a job and will earn more 
than SI 00 in June, but will not 
earn over $1200 by the time he 
is 18. Do I have to report that he 
is working? 

A. If your son expects to earn 
more than .$1200 during the cal¬ 
endar year, you must report your 
son’s work so that any necessary 
benefit adjustment can be made. 
Call at your .social security office 
and give them ‘the information. 
Be sure to take along the social 
security number under which 
benefits are being paid. 

QOn my self-employment tax 
return for the year 1961, I failed 
U) report some of my business ex¬ 
penses. Is it loo late for me to 
claim a tax refund for that year? 

A. No, as long as you file an 
amended 1961 income tax return, 
Including coiTected Schedule C, on 
or before April 15, 1965. This is 
because of the statute of limita¬ 
tions which governs the correction 
of returns. Not only will the 
amended return produce a tax I’e- 
fund if one is due, but it will al¬ 
low the Social Security Adminis¬ 
tration to correct your earnings 
record as well. The Jimended re¬ 
turn should be filed w’ith your 
District Dii'ector of Internal Rev¬ 
enue. 

Q. A babysitlcr is 'the only 
domestic help I use. Would such 
a small amount as what I pay the 
babysitter be worth filing for so¬ 
cial seciirily? 

A. Yes. If you pay your baby¬ 
sitter as little as S4 cash nor week

Q. Must a housewife file a sep-j 
urate tax form for her household:

A. Not if she or licr Im.sband is 
already filing for business em¬ 
ployees. The houschoUl employees 
i should be included on the regular 
; business return. 

1 Q. If an employer fails lo file 
the proper tax forms at the end 
of the calendar quarter, is there 
a penalty? 

A. Yes, the tax laws permit the 
Intei-nal Revenue Service to add 
a 25 percent penalty and 6 percent 
interest for failure to file retains: 
on time. The next one, by the 
way, is due April 3()th. 

Q. A neighbor of mine said she 
thought I could pay my mother a 
salary for helping around the 
house, and build credit toward so¬ 
cial security benefits for her. Is. 
this true? ; 

A. No, work perfoi'med as an 
employee by a parent for her son 
or daugliter, or any work by a 
cliild under 21 for his parent, by 
u husband for his wife, or by a 
wife for her husband, is not cov-' 
ered by the social security law. 

Q. I liiive been reporting house¬ 
hold employees for several year.s. 
In parts of January, February, 
i and March we were in Florida and 
I only paid our maid $38 in cash 
wages. Do I still have to pay the 
. lax. 

A. No. Since the ca.sh wages 
were less than $50 you need pay 
no tax for the January-March 
quarter. It would he a good idea, 
though, to send the Foi'm 942 to 
the District Director of Internal
